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I stood but a few days ago upon one of the peaks of the great Wasatch 
wall to the east of us. I looked down upon this valley and saw it asa 
whole. Its beauties appealed to me; the towns like swarming hives here 
and there upon the valley floor; the fields forming a vast checkerboard of 
green and yellow; the grain patches that told of a harvest to come; the 
orchards that spoke of sweet blossoms and fine fruit, all of it bearing 
testimony to the industry of man and the goodness of God. I asked 
myself, is it right to say that this is nothing but the result of man’s 
industry? Is it right to say that it is nothing but a capricious exercise of 
God's favor? God's power was in operation before our fathers came to 
this once barren spot. If the grace of God only had been needed, this 
would have been a fruitful place instead of part of the Great Desert as 
which this region was famed. No; those beauties had been bought at the 
expense of exertion, and hard work—the sweat of the brow, and the sweat 
of the heart; and that sweat fertilized the soil under the grace and blessing’ 
of God. I am just practical enough to believe that the Lord is willing to 
bless those who will try to bless themselves; and I have a great deal more 
faith in my prayer that God will send me the harvest if I go out and plow 
in the season thereof, and sow, and carefully tend my farm, than I would 
have to sit down idly and pray. God does not favor pauperism: He will 
pay us well for our labors, but He expects us to work; and that that we 
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do is reckoned by Him in a peculiar manner, not only in the number of 
acres, not only in the actual amount of work as man may count it, but in 
the amount that we do as compared with what we could do. When I have 
done all that I can under certain circumstances, I have faith in going to the 
Lord and asking Him todo the rest, whether that that I was able to do was 
relatively great or small. You remember the poor widow who came to the 
temple when Christ was there. Just before her visit there had come a rich 
man, swaggering along in his pride, dressed in rich robes, and there with 
a jingle and a tingle that all might hear, and with ostentation that all 
might see, he dropped his gold pieces into the treasury box. There stole 
out from one of the recesses of that edifice the widow, and she, when no one 
was looking as she thought, came to the treasury and dropped in her two 
mites, which altogether made up about half acent. But the Master was 
there and saw what she did, and turning to those who were about Him 
He said: “Of a truth I say unto you, that this poor widow hath cast in 
more than they all: for all these have of their abundance cast in unto 
the offerings of God: but she of her penury bath cast in all the living 
that she had.” Thank God that He reckons not according to the amount, 
as men reckon, but according to the degree of our sincerity. 

Our people are known as a peculiar people, and one of their practices 
has called forth many a comment. They believe in the scriptural in- 
struction that when any be sick among them they shall send for the Elders, 
who shall anoint the sick with oil and administer unto them by the power 
of the Holy Priesthood; and they have confidence in the accompanying 
promise that “the prayer of faith shall save the sick.” For this we have 
been criticised by the ignorant, and oftimes by the wilfully ignorant who 
have had the chance of knowing better, who say that we are opposed 
to medical skil!, and have no use for medical treatment. You know that 
that isa falsehood. We look upon all skill possessed by men as God-given, 
upon all wisdom as of heavenly origin; and I do not believe the Lord ever 
intended that we should sit down by the bedside of one who is suffering 
and pray in words without effort at relief. We are justified in doing what 
experience and skill may dictate, and we can pray the better for such work. 
True, we do not believe in relying wholly on doctors, and had we the faith 
which it is our right to have, we would have less use for physicians. True 
also, and sadly true at that, many of our people, because of their little 
faith, rely more on doctors’ skill than on all the power and promises of God. 
The trained nurse and the skilful physician owe their ability to the Giver 
of all wisdom, and when they are called to minister to the afflicted they 
oight to act in a God-fearing spirit, realizing that without divine help 
their efforts would be fruitless. The belief in and practice of the laying 
02 of hands for the healing of the sick among the Latter-day Saints is no 
denunciation of medical skill, but for man’s ability without faith in God 
we have no use. It is in this matter as in the work of the field—though 
Paul way plant and Apollos may water, it is God and He alone who can 
give the increase. I believe that God intends us to do all we can do in 
the true spirit, and then rely upon Him to keap His promise and do the 
rest. But I am just superstitious enough, weakminded and childish 
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enough to believe that if I were somewhere beyond the reach of any help 
or skill of man, my faith would go far enough to expect the Lord to do it 
all; but when I have the means of helping myself within reach, I believe 
that the Lord expects me to make use of those means, acting in His fear 
and asking His blessing upon the effort. Many of us are not able to see 
the hand of God in anything that takes place, if it appears to have been 
brought by natural means. (God deals by natural means. The laws of 
nature are the laws of God, and miracles, as we call them, are in accord- 
ance with these laws; oftimes in accordance with laws with which we have 
become but little acquainted, it is true, but nevertheless in accordance 
with natural laws. We feel sometimes that we have less to thank God for 
and more to thank man for when we see our wishes granted and the 
fulfillment of our hopes brought about through human instrumentality ; 
but the Lord deals with human instruments, and works out His purposes 
here on earth by ruling and overruling the deeds of men, and the man 
who recognizes that overruling hand will be willing to thank his Father 
none the less for a blessing that may have been bestowed more directly 
through the ministrations of one of his fellows than if it had flowed from 
the hand of an angel who had come down expressly for the purpose. The 
faith which the Latter-day Saints have in God does not destroy their faith 
in man. As long as a man will act under the guidance of God we will 
recognize that man asa servant of God, entitled to our respect and support. 

In comparing the belief and the practices of this people in the instances 
mentioned, and in other cases, with the professions of other sects, I have 
come to the conclusion that we are less extreme than many organizations 
that arraign themselves against us. Reverting again to the subject of 
administering to the sick, [ say we believe in using the skill of man ina 
proper way, but not in relying thereon without the help of God. As I have 
said, we do not believe in sitting down idly; nor do we believe in going to 
the extreme of trying to explain to one who is suffering that he is nob 
suffering. We do not believe in trying to argue with one who has the 
toothache that it is all a delusion of the mind, and that it is not the 
toothache at all. We believe in facing the facts, and, if necessary, in 
facing the dentist, and in asking God to bless what is done. I have faith 
in the grace of God. I know that without it I would be in a very poor 
predicament. I expect to be saved through the grace of God, if I am 
saved at all, which will be to a great extent dependent upon the effort 
that I make for myself. If I want the gift of God I must work forit It 
is the grace of God manifested through the works of the people in which 
I have faith. I expect the Lord will bless this region in the future, even 
as He has blessed it in the past. I expect to see it even more fruitful than 
itis to-day. I expect to see this smiling oasis spread and cover contiguous 
parts which are still desert; and if I live long enough I hope to have the 
opportunity of thanking God for converting regions which now are desert 
into a flower garden, even as He has converted this region, which was a 
desert not so long ago. But I expect that will be brought about through 
the pick, the shovel and the plow, and the industry of man — with 
the blessing of God. 
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So I would encourage trust and confidence in God’s grace. I have so 
much confidence in it that I am willing to stake everything I have on the 
risk of laboring as required to secure that blessing of grace; and the 
truer and more faithful we are in those efforts the greater will be the 
blessing that will come unto us individually, and the greater will be the 
love that we have for our fellows. If this Church had not as one of its 
characteristics love for mankind, I do not believe I could accept it as the 
Church of the living God. I expect to see sacrifice for others; I expect 
this missionary labor to continue; [ expect to see the Latter-day Saints 
willing to give, and to give liberally. We have heard a great deal during 
the past year or more concerning that peculiar establishment in our Church, 
the tithing system. I was talking not long ago with some not of us who 
had been looking into the tithing matter, and they expressed the wish that 
some such system as that had been introduced into their churches—a system 
which would establish equality in that giving which the Lord requires. 
You have heard personal testimonies of the blessings that have come unto 
the tithe-payer. The Lord said He would give blessing unto those who 
would make this sacrifice; that He would give them more than their store- 
houses could contain; and that has been a very attractive promise unto > 
many. I take occasion to say that there will have to be some motive that 
is deeper, greater and better than that hope of matefial returns if we would 
be tithe-payers at heart. I do not believe if I give a dollar on the assurance 
that [am going to get ten back that I am entitled to much praise; I think 
I have a pretty good blessing in such returns as that. I believe that kind 
of interest ought to satisfy the veriest Shylock amongst us. But if we 
give because the Lord requires us to give, we may expect the blessing of 
His grace and favor, and it will come in a way that will be more suited 
unto us. Yet I have not seen that those who have been tithe-payers from 
the first are very much poorer in this world’s goods than are those who 
have been too poor to help the poor, and too poor to give unto the Lord. 
Why, the Lord treats us as we are—like children. Not long ago I saw 
a mother give a bag of sweet-meats to her child, and then ask the little one 
to give mamma one back. Do you think the mother cared for that bit of 
candy? She wanted to train her child in the-art of giving. She knew 
what lesson the child had to learn. And so the Lord says to us, here are 
the blessings of life, the material things of earth; now give some of it back 
to me. The man who has not learned to give is only half a man; he will 
never get far along the road that leads into the kingdom, because the 
kingdom of God is a kingdom of giving. As long asa man suffers when 
he gives as if he were having a tooth drawn, depend upon it he is unfit for 
the kingdom of God; he would suffer agonies there day and 3 


would be a hell to bins.

THe OLp ODE CHANGETH.—We have been favored with a copy of the 
Bible in which the traditional order of the two Testaments is reversed, 
and new titles are given them. It has occurred to the patentee of this 
latest crank—who, by the way, is a bicycle manufacturer—that the whole 
Christian Church has been in error in placing the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures first in order, and accordingly he bas done his best to put us all 
right. Nevertheless, after reading the argument of the preface, explaining 
his reason for the innovation, we must confess ourselves unable to accept 
his conclusions; and indeed we continue to regard the new arrangement 
as false both to logic and history.— Church Times. 


A “Suetpontan” Secr.—Yet another sect is to be inflicted on our un- 
fortunate country. The author of “In His Steps” had an object in visiting 
England, which is, as it now appears, to found a new institution, which will 
combine all the Protestant sects into one great body of Christian Socialists, 
professing what he calls “Practical Christianity.” Mr. Sheldon expreased 
perfect confidence that he would transform the English people during his 
eight weeks visit, and, this done, he intended doing the same for the Contin- 
ent of Europe. We make no doubt that his visit will cause a sensation, just 
as bis books have been read with an interest that is only intelligible to those 
who have studied the workings of the Protestant mind.— Church Times. 


Revicious HATE.— Month after month a sort of new crusade against 
the Jews has been preached in Austria. Religious hate knows no bound- 
aries, it travels without passport over the frontiers, and finds an eager 
welcome, and so the “ritual murder” rubbish which gained a credulous 
audience in Bohemia found an equally ready hearing in Germany, where 
for weeks past recent events have been slowly ripening under official eyes, 
It_seems an extraordinary thing that, knoWing what such a crusade 
preached unchecked must mean, sufficient precautions were not taken to 
call in the military and overawe the populace before their passion could 
break loose. As it is, we are told that it was only due to the Kaiser’s 
initiative that the military took possession of the town—otherwise we are 
left to assume that murder, like slander and libel, would have been given 
a free hand.— Jewish Chronicle. 


DISESTABLISHMENT THE PANACEA.—The ordinary Englishman must be 
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considerably perplexed when he observes how some of the friends of the 
Church of England, and all her enemies, are joining in the recommendation 
of one and the same remedy for her ailments. “The Church is suffering 
from the cancer of Protestantism,” say the former, and the only way to 
purge out ths evil and restore her to a full Catholic soundness, is to ad- 
minister the drastic medicine of Disestablishment.” No,“ cry the others, 
“the Church is suffering from Romish Sacerdotalism, and will soon be 
impregnated with that disease from head to foot, unless severe measures 
are taken to Protestantise her doctrine and ritual. Parliament is the only 
doctor who can do the Church of England any good, and all earnest 
Protestants ought to clainour to the Lords and Commons to pass an Act 
for her Disestablishment.” The Church is not likely to disestablish and 
disendow herself; if she is to be further disestablished or disendowed than 
she already is, a Parliament alone can do it.—Church Times. 


PROTESTANTS AND MARRIAGE.—It would seem as if Protestants in some 
places were become utterly indifferent to the marriage ceremony. The 
Vicar of a Leeds parish has been giving in the Leeds Mercury his ex- 
perience of the people under bis spiritual care, and he states that many 
men and women in the parish are living together unmarried. The mar- 
riage fee only amounts to six shillings. . . . . The vicar’s predecessor 
offered to marry without fee, and some availed themselves of the privilege. 
But those who considered marriage dear at six shillings would not be hard 
to persuade that it was not even worth the trouble of goingtochurch. His 
people are always respectful, but they reject his ministrations, excepting 
when they are seriously ill. The condition of affairs which the vicar 
describes appears to have a counterpart in Australia.. Marriages 
in the churches were steadily declining, but matrimonial agencies were 
active, and Protestant ministers were found to have entered into arrange- 
ments with them for performing the ceremony “on the premises with 
dispatch.” What a singular idea these gentlemen must have of the 
sanctity of marriage.—Catholic Times. 


A Loor-HoLE.— The difficulties arising for Anglicans from the Arch- 
bishop’s condemnation of their practice of Reservation are causing trouble 
to High Churchmen. -Are they to obey or disobey? The Church Times 
has found a middle term. It asks individual Bishops to rule that Reser- 
vation is lawful in their dioceses, thus bringing it under the terms of the 
rubric “except so far as shall be ordered by Jawful authority.“ And asking 
itself where is the lawful authority, it replies: “We say without hesitation 
that it resides in each several Bishop.” But how can each several Bishop 
help to solve the difficulty? If Lincoln permits Reservation, Liverpool 
forbids it! And what a spectacle for people who know that what is at 
stake is not merely a practice but a doctrine! The Lambeth ruling was 
aimed directly at the High Church claim to have the Real Presence on 
their altars. Reservation goes with this or falls with it. And as the 
Bishops are divided about the dogma, they are not likely to be agreed 
about the practice. The most they can do is to give another example 
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of compromise, and let time, like a trickling stream of water, rive the 
crags that are now left standing on the ground of the Established 
Church. Catholic Times.

THe WORLD AS IT WILL BE.—Mr. Wells, the late Mr. Bellamy, and a 
number of lesser writers, have given us their conception of the world as it 
will be several centuries hence. They all agree that it will be a world of 
machinery. Flying machines will be as common as cabs now are, and 
books and newspapers will be superseded by machines of the telephonic 
and phonographic species. It will be a world in which everything will be 
so perfectly ordered that it will run like a well-oiled machine. There will 
be no poverty and no crime, and everybody will be comfortable and un- 
speakably bored. Anything more intolerable than life in such a world 
could not well be imagined. A world where everything is contrived and 
used for some useful end, where the stimulus of want and ambition does 
not exist, where pleasure, not being productive, is of course unknown, and 
where science has totally eclipsed romance, would be very soon peopled 
exclusively by lunatics, with an occasional hard-headed Scotsman. I have 
little doubt that the very men who have imagined the machine-made world 
of the future would sooner die than live in it, and yet it is by no means 
impossible that such a world will be the result of the moral and intellectual 
progress of the race, provided it continues on its present lines. It is time 
that someone should write a book protesting against che Wells-Bellamy 
style of world, and showing us a world in which science is pushed into the 
background. In such a world there would be next to no machinery. 
Beer-engines, bicycles and hydraulic lifts would probably survive, but the 
vast hordes of machinery, that even now make life wearisome and danger- 
ous, would cease to exist. There would be no steam engines, and con- 
sequently no railways.— W. L. ALDEN, Pearson’s Magazine.

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AN INTERESTING EVENT. 


As a sequence to the excellent conference held in the Clerkenwell Town 
Hall, London, on the 7th inst., invitation was given to the Elders and 
Saints to visit 97, Farleigh Road, for the purpose of dedicating the new 
Conference House, which has lately been purchased, with the approbation 
of the Presidency in Zion, and since that furnished and fitted for the use 
of the Elders, and as a resort for those of us who visit, from time to time, 
the metropolis of England, and the most noted city in the world. 

For many years the neighborhood of 36, Penton Street has been de- 
generating, and removal has seemed desirable, and under President John 
R. Hindley’s adininistration this has been finally and successfully accom- 
plished. The new quarters are in a fine neighborhood, occupying a 
prominent corner a little aside from traffic, and perhaps half a mile from 
Dalston Junction, so long asscciated in the minds of the Elders with Ball’s 
Pond Road of years ago. 

The cost of the building, on a sixty year’s lease of the land, was £550, 
and probably over £100 has been spent on the fittings, which include a 
piano for the room in which week-night and Sunday morning services 
are held. 

President Hindley’s patience and pertinacity have been put to a severe 
test in the consummation of the transfer of the property to the Trustee in 
Trust, for the use as originally intended, and the Presidency here have had 
great interest also, but all might have been unavailing but for the whole- 
heartedness of such friends as Sisters A. W. McCune and Inez and Ray- 
mond Knight with others, including the Hon. Frank J. Cannon, R. K. 
Thomas’ family, one of the missionaries who proudly furnished the piano, 
and others whose names are recorded in extenso on the books in London. 

There is some £300 yet due on the purchase. This was kindly furnished 
at a low rate of interest by the Knight family, of Provo, Utah, as re- 
presented by Brother and Sister Knight above mentioned, who were both 
members of the missionary corps of the London Conference. This balance 
will be diminished gradually as funds accumulate, until a final clearance 
is effected. With such devoted men as Col. Thomas, and such devoted 
Saints as belong to the district, this will be the work, it is to be hoped, of 
but a very little time. 

The whole constitutes a new departure in the experience of the Church, 
it being the first house property owned in England for the purposes there-

of. Being unique it is somewhat suggestive, if not prophetic, of a time 
when such investments will be greatly enlarged. If, this is a beginning, 
mayhap Liverpool, the headquarters of the British—nay of the European 
Mission, will have offices, meeting-house and headquarters, comporting 
with the progress of the work at home, and more in harmony with the 
claims made by and for the Church as an educator in the essential fitness 
of things. In places where growth is stunted, and meeting-places not 
obtainable, we may see ground leased or boughé, and buildings for worship 
erected, as was done many, many years ago, one of which, the old Birming- 
ham house, is still retained and rented, though the congregation has 
removed to a more congenial and respectable neighborhood. Places like 
Bristol is a case in point, where for lack of the needful a cozy meeting- 
house was reluctantly allowed to get beyond the reach of the Saints thére 
and no other appears reachable at present for love or money. 

By all considerate persons it is realized that if the gathering had not 
been included in the program of events, long ere this, the Latter-day 
Saints would have had the best chapels and the largest congregations in 
all England, for with all the faults of and fruits of a conservative character, 
the people are Bible readers and Bible believers when the barriers of pre- 
judice are swept away, and respectability attaches to minor things. 

It is barely one hundred and fifty years ago now when Methodism was 
the subject of opprobium and in disrepute, and it has been the same with 
all other reforming organizations, but they have each emerged into a 
certain favor, and have become recognized as among the Christian bodies 
and workers in the great cause of human redemption. | 

To be sure “Mormonism” occupies a different platform to that of any 
denomination extant, it is more presumptive, positive and self-asserting ; 
but it ts true, and the ultimate triumph of Truth is as certain to-day as 
when our hopeful pioneer brethren, friendless and alone, trod the streets 
of old Preston, where the banner was unfurled with that grand motto: 
“Truth is mighty and it will prevail.” The reading of that message, so 
unconsciously presented, nerved those penniless and poverty-stricken 
strangers in a foreign land, and from that hopeful, humble beginning tens 
of thousands have wended their way to Zion, and there they laid the 
foundation and have partly reared, under God’s blessing, the edifice of a 
mighty and a prosperous State. ) 

The whole of North and South America is the land of promise—the land 
of Zion—but for those who labor in the building up thereof much training 
is required, as experience hath fully proved. The day may come when 
necessity will insist on converts and believers remaining for a season in 
their native lands, when colonies may exist, and churches and temples be 
erected during the years of the promised millennium, and as old Israel 
went up to Jerusalem from all the nations, so may our descendants see the 
pilgrims of modern Israel wending their way to the great centre stake of 
Zion, to witness or partake of the glory of the Lord, or to some tributary 
stake for substantial purpose, having friends there, or investment there, 
as becometh those whose mission it is to build up the kindgdom over the 
whole earth, 
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These thoughts seemed to surge in the mind during the services referred 
to, it was a day of promise, a day of suggestion, and while the consumma- 
tion thereof may be long deferred, and come only to a later generation, 
surely the Prophet indicated this possibility along with other things, thus 
giving that breadth, grandeur and universality to the coming of that king- 
dom which was likened unto “a little stone cut out of the mountain without 
hands, which rolled forth until it filled the whole earth.” 

Great credit is due to the Elders and Lady Missionaries who bave ex- 
hibited intense interest in the change, paper-banging and fitting in great 
part having been done by them. The visiting Saints at conference were 
overjoyed with seeing all the arrangements, and will doubtless emulate in 
their liberality, their associates from Zion. 

It was a matter of regret that this notice of dedication did not and 
could not appear in the Star with the conference minutes, however, the 
estimate is that there was something special in the incident, and with the 
preceding comments the minutes of the occasion are now presented, be- 
lieving that many will take a similar view, have similar anticipations, and 
even agree in the idea that the spirit of development is inherent in the 
Church, and that in many things “men often (in the order of God) build 
better than they know.” 1 


MinvutEs of a Priesthood Meeting held at 97, Farleigh Road, October 9, 
1900, for the purpose of dedicating the Conference House. 

Called to order by President Hindley. Congregation sang The Spirit 
of God like a fireis burning.” Prayer was offered by President McMurrin. 
Singing, “This house we dedicate to Thee.” 

President Hindley then briefly stated how the house was obtained, who 
its subscribers were, and gave a brief report of the means expended in 
purchasing and furnishing. | 

President Platte D. Lyman followed in remarks concerning the unfitness 
of “36,” and the desire of the authorities to find a more suitable location. 
Spoke also of the difference of localities, “certain places,” he said, “being 
more strongly influenced by the Spirit of the Lord,” and how he had 
noticed this in his travels in the West, this being the effect of the people 
who had at some time inhabited these localities. 

Counselor Naisbitt then bore testimony to the truthfulness of what 
President Lyman had said, and continued in instruction, after which he 
offered the dedicatory prayer, all present enjoying the spirit which ac- 
companied it. 

Counselor McMurrin next bore testimony that the Spirit of the Lord 
was present, and exhorted all to be guided by its dictates, that our individ- 
ual lives may influence that of our fellows, and incite them to well-doing. 

Elder George Q. Morris next testified of the goodness of God, and the 
necessity of keeping holy His places of worship. Lord, we come before 
Thee now,” was sung, and the benediction offered by Elder W. B. Dougall.

NORWICH CONFERENCE. 


The Semi-annual Meetings of the Norwich Conference of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, convened in Gordon Hall, Norwich, 
Sunday, October 14, 1900. 

There were in attendance: Presidents Platte D. Lyman and Jas. L. 
McMurrin of the European Presidency: President W. N. Hill, Elders Quayle 
and Ford of the Liverpool Conference; and President Seth Pixton with 
the Traveling Elders and Lady Missionaries of the Norwich Conference. 

10:30 a.m. Singing, “Come, come ye saints.” Prayer Ly Elder D. H. 
Allred. Singing, “How firm a foundation.” Sacrament was administered 
by Elder Chas. Munns. Singing, “Jesus once of humble birth.“ 

The opening remarks were made by President Seth Pixton. Herev iewed 
the work which had been accomplished in the Conference during the past 
six months, and extended a hearty welcome to all. 

President Platte D. Lyman spoke upon the principle of faith, which 
must be founded upon correct thought of God, His attributes and purposes. 
Told how all things should be done by common consent of the Church. 
Spoke of the Sacrament, its importance, and how by saying “Amen” we 
assent to it, and become a party to the covenant made. He also spoke of 
the Apostle Paul’s words to the Saints, how that God had placed Apostles 
and Prophets in the Church for the perfecting of the Saints, and in sus- 
taining them in their position, it should be done intelligently.

President Hill then said, that he was weak and of himself unable to 
instruot a congregation. We all desire to know the will of the Lord and 
should learn wisdom by the experiences of others. The Lord was unable 
to bless a disobedient people, for they would not receive it. Because of 
disobedience the people perished in the flood. The people rejected the 
Savior. They were not swept off the earth, yet they were scattered and 
driven, and became a hiss and a bye-word among the nations. We should 
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be susceptible to all good influences, and accept truth wherever found, 
following the admonition of Paul, “Prove all things, hold fast to that 
which is good.” Said he, “the fig tree is putting forth its leaves, the signs 
are coming which have been predicted, and all should learn by the ex- 
periences of the past.” 

President Lyman spoke upon the necessity of continuous revelation for 
the perfecting of the Saints, and used article nine of the Articles of Faith 
as his text; God made man upright, but he had sought out many inven- 
tions which were not confined to the mechanical world alone. The world 
rests upon tradition instead of gaining for themselves the testimony of 
Jesus, which is ever convincing. 

Conference closed by singing “O ye mountains high.” Benediction by 
President Seth Pixton. . 

Owing to engagements the Presidency could not remain over Monday, 
so to facilitate matters the Priesthood meeting was held Saturday evening 
in Gordon Hall, at which the Elders reported their labors and received 
instructions from Presidents Lyman, McMurrin and visiting brethren. 

Monday night the Elders, Saints and friends met in a sociable, which 
was the winding up of a very successful and enjoyable conference. The 
Elders and Saints are united and the spirit of peace prevails.

A WONDERFUL MANIFESTATION. 


THE history of the terrible disaster that overtook Galveston, Texas, a 
while ago, would be incomplete without a brief note of the experience of 
some “Mormon” Elders who labored as missionaries in that city at the time 
of the flood which brought death and destruction to so many souls. Ac- 
cording to a letter received at the “ News” office, there were four Elders in 
the city, viz: Peter A. Norton, of Pima, Ariz.; Horace L. Johnson, of 
Thatcher, Ariz.; Samuel Shaw, of North Ogden, Utah, and Heber N. 
Folkman, of Plain City, Utah, and they all were preserved as by a miracle, 
while thousands fell on the right hand, and thousands more on their left. 

These Elders had then been laboring in Galveston for the past three 
months and a half. It seems, however that their testimony had been 
rejected, and they were about to leave, when the flood came. 

On the fatal night they were stopping with a family named Daniels. 
As the the water rose and reached the house, these good people fled panic- 
stricken to higher ground, leaving the Elders alone in the house. These 
went upstairs and commended themselves to the care of divine Providence. 
When morning broke and the desolation wrought stood forth in all its awe- 
inspiring details, it was found that the house in which the Elders were 
was the only one in that entire neighborhood that had escaped damage. 

It seems these missionaries were, during the entire night of horror, 
unconscious of the extent of the visitation. Elder Norton, in bis letter to 
the “News” says, part of the night they slept, though the water was surging 
and the wind raging all around them. When in the morning they went 
out to see what damage had been done, they were astonished to learn the 
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extent of the disaster. They saw corpses everywhere. Men, women and 
children had met death either by drowning or under the falling houses. 
There was no difference now between rich and poor, white and black. 
Death had placed them all on about the same level. 

The miraculous preservation of the house in which the “Mormon” Elders 
had been given shelter that night, must have been a powerful testimony 
to some of the people who had rejected their message. And there are 
many such testimonies both in the history of the Latter-day Saints’ 
mission, and in the experience of Church members. If they were written 
they would form a volume of peculiar interest. To the eye of faith they 
would demonstrate that God is the same to-day as He was in the time of 
Moses and of the first Apostles. 

The memory of their experience will probably never entirely fade away 
from the minds of those Elders; it should be to them an ever abiding 
testimony, and a subject of thanksgiving.— Deseret News. 


MONEY TO BUY PALESTINE. 

Dr. HERZL, who visited London in the interest of his great plan of 
colonizing Palestine with the Hebrew race, spoke interestingly of his plans 
and aims. He said substantially that the leaders now have sufficient 
resources to pay the Sultan whatever he may ask for the concession to 
settle in the Holy Land. The hope is entertained that Abdul Hamid’s 
need of money will open the gates to the ancestral home of the Jews. 

He further points out that Zionism, if carried out would be of great 
benefit to the world. The various governments would get rid of the 
dangerous anti-Semitism. The large centers of population would find 
themselves freed from a considerable proportion of the evils of the sweat- 
ing system. Besides a Jewish state in Palestine would be a positive boon 
to the world. The Jew would bring education to the neglected Asiatics; 
they would build harbors and railroads; they would connect the bay of 
Acre on the Mediterranean with the Persian gulf, thus shortening material- 
ly the road between Europe and Asia. This would be a neutral road. 
Nobody would fear the Jews, a weak people, desirous only of promoting 
prosperity and peace. 

Dr. Herzl certainly has enthusiasm enough for the plan of which he is 
the most prominent promoter. When the Almighty is about to accomplish 
a great work among men, He generally raises up men or women peculiarly 
endowed for that purpose. They may seem strange to their fellowmen, 
being instruments formed for other than common purposes. In the eyes 
of the world they may appear to be enthusiasts, charlatans, or even 
heretics, but they are nevertheless the chosen ones of the Lord for His 
special purposes. This truth is illustrated in the history of Moses, Joshua, 
Ezra, Nehemiah, and, in the last dispensation, Joseph the Prophet. They 
all had a peculiar work to perform and were practically alone, for a long 
time, with their aspirations, the yearnings of their hearts and the prompt- 
ings of the Power resting upon them.
